WASHINGTON, Dec.. 27—The 
Air Force received long-sought 
permission yesterday for manned 
orbital flights by its Dyna Soar 
space glider. 

With Defense Department ap- 
proval, the Air Force announced 
‘‘a major revision” in the Dyna 
Soar program to- eliminate 
planned suborbital flights. The 


project will be aimed directly at 
orbital flights, with an Aljlr 
Force pilot riding the dart- 


shaped Dyna Soar space vehicle 
in a space trip from Cape Ca- 
naveral, Fla., around the earth 
to Edwards Air Force Base in 
California. 

The announcement had the ef- 


fect of putting the Air Force in 
the manned space flight businéss 
on about equal research terms 
with the civilian space agency, 


which thus far has had the pri- 
mary responsibilty for orbital 
space flight with its Project 

Mercury. The Air Force had 
been restricted to suborbital ob- 
jectives. 

Can Be Maneuvered. 

Dyna Soar differs from Proj- 
ect Mercury in maneuverability 
of the space vehicle. The Dyna 
Soar has short, swept-back wings 
that provide aerondynamic. liit 
and permit the pilot to control 
the craft on re-entering the 
atmosphere and to land it on a 
pre-selected field like an air- 
plane. The Mercury capsule, in 
contrast, is basically a ballistic 
obiect which is lowered to earth 
by parachute, with the astro- 
naut having no control to pick 
e specific landing area. 

The Air Force has contended 
that Dyna Soar was a more ad- 
vanced concept that would lead 
to the desired objective of a 
maneuverable manned space ve- 
hicle, particularly for military 
missions. 

Although the revision in flight 
objectives was approved, there 
was no indication that the De- 
fense Department was convinced 
of the military need for manned 
space flight. The department 
said it was. withholding permis- 
sion for thé Air Force to spend 
an additional $85,800,000 voted by 
Congress this year for accelerat- 
ed development of a Dyna Soar 
as an orbital vehicle. 

Objectives Elevated. 

The effect of yesterday’s ac- 
tion was to permit the Air Force 
to raise its research objectives 
to the problems of orbital flight, 
but not to accelerate its research 
efforts in terms of spending. 

Original plans had called’ for 
boosting the Dyna Soar on sub- 
orbital flights from Cape Canav- 
eral with a modified Titan II 
intercontinental ballistic missile. 

Under the revised program, 
the flights will move directly 
from test drops of the Dyna Soar 
from a B-52 bomber over Ed- 
wards Air Force Base to orbital 
lJaunchings from Cape Canav- 
eral. The revised program will 
require development of a more 
powerful rocket booster capable 
of orbital flights. The most like- 
ly rocket will be the newly au- 
thorized Titan III. 


U.S. INCOME TAX FORMS

NEHRU CALLS GOA

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Shape of the Fight Ahead 


Soon after the first of the year President 
Kennedy must take up one of his most diffi- 
cult jobs on Capitol Hill. He must persuade 
a reluctant Congress to adopt a new and 
liberal trade policy. The rapid development 
of the European Common Market makes it 
especially necessary for him to have broad, 
across-the-board negotiating powers regard- 
ing tariffs and quotas. 


Yet except for tax measures, no other leg- 
islative proposals reveal the conflicting inter- 
ests of various economic groups in greater 
nakedness. The President will be speaking 
for the good of the country—and of the world 
—but Representatives and Senators, under 
the pressure of their constituents in an elec- 
tion year, will be speaking for the good of 
one industry or another. In combination, tex- 
tiles, coal, lead and zinc, glass, cheese, tile, 
shrimp, baseball equipment and the rest form 
a potent bloc. Because they : ear the voices 
of all who depend on these industries, about 
150 men on the Hill already have held hear- 
ings and issued protectionist declarations. 
These serve at least as a warning to Mr. Ken- 
nedy that he faces opposition in depth. 

* . > 

Typical of a year of preliminary skirmish- 
ing has been the agitation on behalf of tex- 
tiles. The industry wants restrictions on im- 
ports, though these constitute only about 7 
per cent of domestic production. “We ex- 
port nearly 7,000,000,000 bales of cotton 
every year,” the President said, ‘and import 
a total of about 600,000 bales of cotton manu- 
factured into textiles. We sell more ra-v cot- 
ton to Japan than we import in textiles from 
all over the world.” 


The President is keeping in mind the ne- 
cessity for balance in international trade. He 
remembers that in order to sell abroad, the 
United States must buy abroad. The Admin- 
istration, however, has been trying to relieve 
the pressure. To ease American textile im- 
ports, Washington asked the Western Euro- 
pean nations to import more of the production 
of India, Japan, Pakistan, Hong Kong and 
the new African states. By October, Under 
Secretary of State Ball—at the 17-nation 
GATT textiles conference in Geneva—had 
achieved at least qualified agreements with 
Belgium, France, Germany, the Netherlands, 
Britain and Canada. 

* e . 

Meanwhile the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee published a study challenging the asser- 
tion that the United States is “pricing itself 
out of the world market” generally, and that 
it cannot stand the “unfair competition of 
low-wage countries.” There is an imperative 
need, according to this report, for “a trade 
policy which accepts the principle that the 
burden as well as the benefit of actions taken 
in the national interest should be shared gen- 
erally by the nation as a whole.” As for in- 
jured industries, it said that “the sensible and 
fair solution is to help them to be able to 
meet the competition from abroad or to shift 
to lines of production in which they can 
compete.” 

This is the right policy for the United 
States. The President already has indicated 
that his legislative proposals wi"' be along 
this line. The protectionists, however, have 
been critical of the report as well as of the 
GATT negotiations. So the President must 
convince the more open-minded members of 
Congress—and the American people as well 
—that it would be disastrous for the United 
States to refuse to adjust to the changing pat- 
tern of international trade. We cannot in- 
sure peace and plenty at home by building a 
wall and withdrawing from the world. 


Support for Bolling 


Although there has been little news recent- 
lv of the race for leadership posts in the 
House of Representatives, Congressmen have 
been working behind the scenes. Supporters 
of the rival candidates for majority leader, 
Representatives Bolling of Missouri and AIl- 
bert of Oklahoma, have been particularly ac- 
tive, since it is generally assumed that Rep- 
resentative McCormack of Massachusetts will 
succeed the late Sam Rayburn as Speaker. 

Both Mr. Bolling and Mr. Albert are ca- 
pable young men; the major point of differ- 
ence is in the field of civil rights. Mr. Bolling 
has been more vigorous and more consistent 
over the past 13 years in supporting civil 
rights legislation. That is presumably the 
reason why New York officers of Americans 
for Democratic Action, of which Mr. Bolling 
was once midwest director, are urging New 
York leaders to support Mr. Bolling. 

It seems likely that if Mr. Bolling were ma- 
jority leader the conservative Southern Dem- 
ocrat-Northern Republican coalition, which 
has so often exercised a veto over civil rights 
proposals, would be reduced in influence. 
That is one good reason for supporting him. 
But in addition, he has the imagination and 
energy to be a powerful factor in the success 
of the whole Administration program. Fur- 
thermore, the post would put him in line for 
the speakership. 

Congress needs the best leadership it can 
get, and Mr. Bolling is the best man available. 


Damage From the Goa Seizure 


Many Indian leaders are pictured as pro- 
foundly concerned over India’s forcible seiz- 
ure of the Portuguese enclaves of Goa, Damao 
and Diu. The latest to raise ~ critical voice 
is 81-year-old Chakravarti Rajagopalachari, 
for many years a close associate of the late 
Mahatma Gandhi and Prime Minister Nehru. 
India, Mr. Rajagopalachari said, “has totally 
lost the moral power to raise her voice against 
the use of military power . . . we have paid 
very heavily in enlightened world opinion for 
this captrap Goa action.” What Mr. Nehru 
once thought of military action in Goa is re- 
called in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Rather surprisingly, there are indications 
that while India may have lost moral stature, 
as Mr. Rajagopalachari asserted, it may also 
have lost something more. Very properly, 
the United States does not plan to interrupt 
its aid program, but some private investors 
are losing enthusiasm. For example, the U.S, 
Time Corp. canceled plans for a $5,000,000 
watch factory in India, terming its action an 
“inescapable consequence” of India’s ‘“‘viola- 
tion of its pledged word.” 

Actions such as the seizure of the Portu- 
guese territories disturb investors, since they 
raise fears that private property will be na- 
tionalized. A Japanese iron and steel com- 
pany has invested about $50,000,000 in 
Goa, with the result that Goan iron ore has 
been supplying about 15 per cent of Japan’s 
needs, India reportedly has indicated it would 


respect private extraction of ore in Goa, al- 
though this would normally be considered a 
field reserved to the state in the cual Indian 
economy. 

India will gain a substantial amount of for- 
eign exchange earned by the ore exports, 
which will be useful in meeting the goals of 
the third five-year plan. But the attraction 
of a large amount of private capital also is a 
part of the plan, and if India has frightened 
it away the Goa action could turn out to be 
much more costly than it was worth, regard- 
less of the moral consequences. 


Busses on Washington 


We have previously expressed misgivings 
about Street Commissioner Henry’s plan for 
traffic changes on Washington avenue, and 
public discussion of the plan has only 
strengthened those doubts. Mr. Henry is 
properly concerned with the rush-hour jam 
caused by Illinois-bound traffic on Washing- 
ton. He is quite right in seeking to deal with 
it, but parts of the remedy he suggests might 
create more problems than they solve. 

Essentially, the proposal is to eliminate the 
slightly preferential position bus traffic on 
Washington now holds over the private auto- 
mobile. This would be accomplished by in- 
stalling signal lights east of Twelfth, provid- 
ing three lanes for traffic eastbound and two 
lanes westbound, and eliminating center- 
loading of express busses. In consequence, 
express and local busses would be required 
to use the same curb lane, thereby reducing 
the speed of express service and, so the 
Public Service Company contends, requiring 
the rerouting of some bus lines on other 
streets. 

This plan may speed up the movement of 
through auto traffic on one thoroughfare, 
but if it does so at the cost of actually reduc- 
ing the number of people moved into and 
out of the downtown district by public trans- 
it, the total effect could be either more auto 
congestion, or fewer persons coming down- 
town—both undesirable. President John C. 
Baine of the Public Service “ompany makes 
a telling point when he says the busses which 
now carry some 31,000 persons a day on 
Washington will aot carry the same number 
if slowed down and rerouted to other arteries. 
St. Louis ought to be moving toward more, 
not less, encouragement to public transit, the 
most efficient way of using limited street 
space. 

Before Mr. Henry scrambles an egg which 
perhaps cannot be unscrambled, we think he 
ought to sit down with the objectors to his 
plan and work out a compromise which can 
be tried out for six months or so. Surely 
there must be methods of attacking rush- 
hour congestion without upsetting a 24-hour 
traffic pattern in a way that might increase 
total congestion. 


Lesson in Americanism 


A salute is due the managers of the Savan- 
nah, Ga., public library. The un-American 
activities committee of the county grand jury 
there demanded that the library either re- 
move Foreign Policy Association literature 
from the shelves or label it as subversive. 
The library board responded with a state- 
ment that “any suppression of information 
and the individual’s right of free inquiry is 
contrary to a democratic society and to our 
tradition of freedom of the individual.” For 
giving the local un-American activities com- 
mittee a sound lesson in American activities, 
the library board is to be heartily compli- 
mented. 


Postludes to Conspiracy 


Union Electric Co. has taken commendable 
action in initiating a series of damage suits 
against heavy electrical equipment manufac- 
turers convicted of fixing prices and rigging 
bids. Whether the company has suffered 
overcharges, and if so how much, it is for 
the court to decide, but the management is 
discharging its obligation to its stockholders 
and customers, as are other utilities, by put- 
ting the matter to the test. 

On another front in this litigation, the 
Department of Justice and the General Elec- 
tric Co. remain locked in conflict over terms 
of a court decree for final settlement of the 
case. 

G.E. objected to the Government’s demand 
that it and the 28 other convicted companies 
be enjoined from selling at “unreasonably 
low” prices with monopolistic intent. In the 
absence of objective criteria for determining 
what prices were io be considered reason- 
able, that provision was objectionable, and 
General Electric was on sound ground in 
rejecting it. 

Since then, the Department of Justice has 
dropped that provision from the draft decree, 
but still G.E. refuses to enter into negotia- 
tions, an attitude which seems indefensible. 
As an alternative, the Justice Department 
asks the court to place the company under 
an unusually sweeping injunction. Not only 
the products involved in the conspiracy case 
but all others made by the company would 
be covered. Offenses not involved in the case 
in addition to those of which the company 
was found guilty would be enjoined. Punish- 
ment for violation would be unlimited, sub- 
ject to the discretion of the court on a find- 
ing of contempt. 

Certainly the settlement should nail down 
the protections the Government’s case has 
proved necessary, but the sweeping scope of 
these proposals appears excessive, ihe terms 
harsh, and singling out G.E. among 29 con- 
cerns for such treatment smacks of retalia- 
tion. The Government ought to moderate its 
demands, and the company ought to join all 
the other defendants in negotiations for a 
fair decree.

The subtitle of this book is superbly 
appropriate. ‘‘The Country- Americans 
Don’t Know’ is an understatement. 
Indeed, one suspects that many Ameri- 
cans don’t want to know the new China 
emerging under Communism. 

This is lamentable and Felix Greene’s 
engaging, in-depth report, ‘‘Awakened 
China,”” can help dispel much of the 
mist surrounding our knowledge of 
China. If read, Mr. Greene’s book will 
enhance and enlarge one’s understand- 
ing of a nation which has caused the 
United States more concern than any 
other in the post-World War II era. 

Yet, this is not to suggest that Mr. 
Greene’s book is all-embracing. It is 
not; there are serious gaps anc some 
rather serious questions can be raised 
over the author’s interpretation of nu- 
merous issues. Thus, Mr. Greene’s 
book is controversial. But it. is reward- 
ing reading. 

Felix Greene is an Englishman who 
first went to China in 1957, returning in 
1960.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UPI) 
—The Commerce Department re- 
ported today that the United 
States lost $960,000,000 of gold 
and dollars in the first nine 
months of 1961.

Tin 
plate is being rolled thinner to 
cut costs of the metal and re- 
duce the weight and shipping 
costs of cans. 

Granite City Steel Co., for 
example, has installed a new 
Sendzimir cold strip mill, which 
produces light tin-plate gauges 
of steel. The mill is also more 
accurate in rolling to a desired 
gauge, or thickness, and imparts 
an excellent surface finish for 
the subsequent tin-plating of the 
steel.

‘Status-Seeking 
‘With House Afire 


THE RECENT MELANCHOLY EVENTS in the Hollywood 
_ bills have reawakened interest in the old conversational drag: 
“li your house were on fire, what would you save?” 

But a new dimension has been added. It used to be, in 
making out our lists, we 
balanced them judiciously 
between sentiment (the 
baton that grandmother 
used to twirl in the high 
school band) and practi- 
cality (the insurance pol- 
icy). But now, in these 
status - conscious days, 
shouldn’t we give some 
thought to the impact on 
society and the neighbors 
of what we choose to 
save? 

Richard M. "Nixon 
scored high in this fegard 
—he rescued the manu- 
script of his book. A book 
manuscript is an excellent 
thing to rescue. 

Non-authors need not 
be discouraged. If the 
house burns down they 
can stil] win status points 
by sighing, “Unfortunately, although I saved all my military 
medals and squash tournament cups, the manuscript of my 
book was destroyed.” 

I am not implying that any of the victims of the Cali- 
fornia conflagration were concerned about their image in 
selecting the items to rescue. But, unconsciously, they have 
provided lesser mortals, more basically insecure in their 
public roles, with food for thought. 

Not, of course, that the average person can hope to equal 
the scientist's wife who reported, calmly, that she saved, ‘“‘My 
mink coat and my hubsand’s Nobel prize.”’ 

This is, perhaps, above imitation. Only two-tenths 

of one per cent of American homes (and we exaggerate 

the statistic because in its purely accurate form it 

would be too infinitesimal) contain both mink coats 

and Nobel prizes.

» BUT WE CAN all give some thought to preparing for this 
emergency which we hope will never arise. After the fire 
starts may be too late and you will find yourself rescuing 
something like the television set or the Girl Scout cookies, 
which are all very well in their way, but are nowhere status- 
wise. 

Judge for yourself if it would not be impressive to inform 
the press that you had saved your collection of theatrical 
costumes and the bulk of your correspondence with Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. 

There is no need to explain that the theatrical 
costumes consist of a green gunny sack your youngest 
child wore last year while impersonating a pea in the 
second-grade extravaganza, ‘‘How Our Garden Grows,” 
and the correspondence with F.D.R. came by way of 
your draft board and is headed, “Greetings . . .” 


» START TODAY; look around the house. There must be an 
item or two with enough prestige to hit the neighbors right 
between the eyes. 

Merely rescuing the fur coats and silver (if any) is trite, 
except, as we have seen, in the case of Nobel prizewinners. 

A sound suggestion, if you are the type that can bring it 
off, is to clutch a well-thumbed volume. “All I saved,’’ you 
say, with a courageous quaver in your voice, “‘is this well- 
thumbed volume of Thucydides in the original Greek.”

Boss Forced Employes 


By Robert Peterson 


ABILENE, Kan., Dec. 27. 

MOST PEOPLE seem consti- 
tutionally unable to save money. 
The thought has often occurred 
to me that if I were a corpora- 
tion tycoon I'd toss my weight 
around and force my employes 
to save 10 per cent of their pay. 

I never thought any tycoon 
had tried this trick, but while 
having coffee with the news- 
paper editor here, Henry B. 
Jameson, I learned that for 
some ten years he head 
of the biggest industry in 
Abilene required his employes 
to save 10 per cent of their pay. 
What’s more, this enforced sav- 
ings plan was supervised by 
David Eisenhower, father of the 
ex-President, following his re- 
tirement from the creamery 
here. 

The industrialist involved was 
Cleyson L. Brown, who organ- 
ized a complex of midwestern 
power companies with headquar- 
ters in Abilene. About 1922 he 
issued an order that all 2000 em- 
ployes of his company through- 
out the several states would be 
henceforth required to save and 
soundly invest at least 10 per 
cent of their monthly salaries. 

“It stirrea up a storm at 
first,”” said Jameson, “‘but the 
workers soon saw the logic 
and soundness of the scheme 
and by the time the crash hit 
in 1929 employes who had 
saved in this manner were fer- 
vently grateful to the com- 
pany.” 

I asked how the plan worked. 


ROBERT PETERSON 


“The employe could save his 
money in any of several dif- 
ferent ways. He could put it 
into a savings account or pur- 
chase stocks. One-half credit 
was given if he put it into real 
estate or insurance. Each month 
he had to turn in a statement 
showing his savings to date and 
detailing the manner in which 
he had set aside at least 10 per 
cent of his current check.” 

The plan attracted nationwide 
attentron. Letters and inquiries 
came to Brown from all parts of 
the country. Some took the po- 
sition that it was an outrage to 
tell an employe what to do with 
his money. But Brown had a 
form letter which he would send 
to critics of the plan which

WHILE IT IS true that in the 
majority of hands it is easier 
to make game in a major suit 
than in notrump (provided the 
side has eight or more trumps), 
there are some hands where a 
notrump contract offers a_bet- 
ter chance even when the ma- 
jor suit fit exists. 

This deal occurred in a team 
match. At the first table, after 
West had made a thin third- 
hand bid, South got to four 
hearts on the bidding shown. 
West led the jack of clubs. 

East won with the ace and 
returned a spade. Declarer 
recognized that this might be a 
singleton, so he went up with 
the ace and played a trump. 

West took the ace, cashed the 
king of spades, and led another 
spade. As a result, South had to 


lose another trump trick and 
went down one.

At this table, South spurned 
his moth-eaten heart suit and 
bid two notrump.

Sure enough, this turned out 
to be the case when South found 
himself playing three notrump. 
West led the jack of clubs, just 
as at the other table. 

Declarer ducked in dummy 
and East signaled with the 
eight. Had South won this trick, 
be would have gone down.

Can 
it become cancerous? 
I am a housewife, 49 years old. I am very nervous and 
smoke a pack of cigarettes a day. For years I have had a 
very bad cough, and last 
May had bronchitis. From 
then on I did not feel up to 
par but kept going.

The dilated areas are traps for phlegm. If abcesses = 
are present, sputum may be evil-smelling. The patient 
coughs—and may cough up blood. (Bronchiectasis is | 
the commonest cause for bloody sputum.) It naturally 
interferes with breathing. Loss of weight, loss of appe- 
tite, fever, fatigue are principal and continuing symp- 
toms in many cases. It is not a disease which ordinarily 
is an immediate threat to life, but it makes life much 
less enjoyable. 

In some cases the affliction is limied to one lung, or to a 
part of it, and in such instances surgical removal of part or 
al] of the lung is helpful. It is, in fact, a cure. 

Remember not to be misled by the popular idea that the 
“bronchial tubes” are just tubes that “lead to the lungs.” 
They are part of the lungs, and this disease can affect 
the lowermost areas of the lungs. 

Control of infection, good general health habits, 
avoidance of anything that overtaxes or irritates the 
afflicted lungs—these are the important aspects of 
treatment. So need I add that giving up smoking is 
very important? “‘Taut nerves” are not an adequate 
excuse when the smoking is going to aggravate the 
condition which you are battling. 

DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am losing seven of my finger- 
nails. What is the cause and what would you suggest I do 
for them? 

I'd suggest that you take your fingers to your 
doctor at once. I am happy to advise patients on what 
they can do for themselves, but I also insist that there 
is positively no substitute for asking your doctor to 
diagnose troubles before you can find cures. This is not

‘It is 
still too early to tell just how 
many new cases will be found,”’ 
a spokesman said, ‘The first 
phase of follow-up isn’t consid- 
ered complete until six months 
have passed.”’ 

The mobile unit made more 
than 4000 X-rays in November. 
Thirty-two films showed signs of 
tuberculosis and fifty-five showed 
serious chest pathology. 

Persons having negative films 
were notified after the films had 
been interpreted. Those whose 
films disclosed a suspicion of 
tuberculosis or other chest dis- 
orders were notified by the 
Health Department to have addi- 
tional tests, 

The next mobile unit survey 
will be made in the city and is 
scheduled to begin in February 
and end in June. The survey will 
be directed at areas and groups 
which have shown an increase in 
tuberculosis in past years 

‘‘The proposed schedule must 
not be considered a fixed pro 
gram,” a spokesman said. “‘We 
are repeatedly evaluationg the 
groups and areas into which we 
go. We must search out those 
areas where tuberculosis check 
ups are a rare thing. This is 
where we usually find the most 
tuberculosis,’"” a TB spokesman

Kirkwood, Manchester. 
and Des Peres Nego-| 
tiating on Over- 


lapping Areas They 
Want to Take In. | 


Efforts to achieve a compro- 
mise on territories sought for 
annexation by Kirkwood, Man- 
chester and Des Peres have 
progressed in informal negotia- 
tions among their mayors, but 
the issues remain. unresolved, 
the Post-Dispatch learned. 

Each city has filed suit in the 
Circuit Court at Clayton to an- 
nex overlapping unincorporated 
areas. The mayors have agree 
to submit their suggestions for 
a compromise solution to their 
city councils. Should the councils 
approve the recommendations, 
action will be taken to amend 
the annexation suits each city 
has pending in the court. 

It is required by law that be- 
fore residents of a city can vote 
On annexing territory, the city 
must show in court that the pro- 
posed area harmonizes with the 
nature of the annexing city. 

No Alternative. 


Should the court decide against 
the proposed annexation, the en- 
tire proposal is voided. The city 
is not permitted the alternative 
of selecting a part of the original 
proposal for approval. 

The original annexation pro- 
posal submitted by Des Peres 
set the City of Manchester as the 
western boundary of Des Peres. 

Th, amended agreement would 
establish Barrett Station road 
south of Manchester road and 
Weidman road north of Man- 
chester as the western boundary. 


If these boundaries were 
adopted, the Ramsey Corp., 
would be in Des Peres. The 
corporation is desired by Man- 
chester because it is near Man- 
chester’s eastern boundary. 

Expects Manchester to Win. 
Mayor Edgar F. Plock of 

Manchester said, ‘It appears 
that Des Peres is attempting to 
annex territory containing large 
industrial properties for the sake 
of broadening its tax base. I 
believe Manchester will obtain 
the area on whieh the corpora- 
tion is situated and am_ con- 
fident that Des Peres will accept 
that outcome.” 

Another source of disagree- 
ment stems from the desire of 
the three communities to annex 
the Lochhaven subdivision, which 
is east and south of Manchester. 

Lochhaven was sought by 
Kirkwood in ‘ts original annexa- 
tion. suit. Mayor William H. 
Pfitzinger said his city will still 
try to annex Lochhaven. Plock 
indicated that he considers 
Lochhaven to be a logical addi- 
tion to Manchester. 

In disagreement with both, 
Mayor J. F. Souders of Des 
Peres said the residents of Loch- 
haven have expressed a desire 
tu join Des Peres, 

Strict Zoning Wanted. 

“We want this area tu develop 
under strict regulations and zon- 
ing requirements,” he said. “‘It 
is Our Opinion that Des Peres 
could best provide those restric- 
tions.”’ 

Kirkwood’s suit is scheduled 
to be heard by the court first. 
Should it be unsuccessful, Loch- 
haven will be included in the 
area sought by Des Peres, 
Souders said. 

The need for access to Man- 
chester road for police and fire 
protection is the reason Kirk- 
wood has refused to withdraw 
its attempt to annex this area, 
Souders said. 

Des Peres has’ withdrawn its 
suit to annex Lochhaven, but 
residents of the subdivision said 
they will continue to fight plans 
by Kirkwood to annex them. 

There is indication that suits 
for this area by all three cities 
will be contesied by St. Louis 
county. 

Boundaries Not Revealed. 

The western boundaries of 
Kirkwood have not been re- 
solved in discussion between the 
mayors of Manchester and Kirk- 
wood. 

Kirkwood would like to main- 
tain its present western boun- 
daries, it was said. The original 
suit by Kirkwood d‘d not include 
Meramec Station road but was 
amended by the Kirkwood City 
Council to include all of Mera- 
mec Station to a point north to 
Carman road at Manchester city 
limits. 

“If Kirkwood does not keep 
Meramec Station,” Pfitzinger 
said, ‘‘residents of the city will 
be greatly inconvenienced. This 
road is vitally needed as an ac- 
cess route for police, fire and 
other emergency vehicles.” 

Manchester is not willing to 
grant all of Meramec Station to 
Kirkwood, but Plock said that he 
is sure the matter can be worked 
out to the satisfaction of both 
cities.

Compromise boundaries would 
also place Love County.

Wright also told the league 
that the proposed ordinance 
would not cover persons who 
have been convicted of two or 
more traffic violations within the 
past two years.

in the fines assessed, Wright 
told the League. 
“We do not like the idea of a 


person having to pay two differ- 
costs,’’ he said. “It is much 
more reasonable to have one 
charge, and this is what we have, 
proposed.” 

Traffic court bonds would also 
be uniform under the proposed 
plan. 

“There are far too many dif- 
ferent bonds being set for the 
same offense,”’ Wright said. “We 
have not decided on all amounts 
to be asked, but on many we 
have.”’

Proposed Bonds, 
Among the proposed bail 
amounts are $25 for speeding

“We also are considering a 
uniform multiple offense bond,”’ 
Wright said. ‘This would be 
used in cases where a person is 
arrested and charged with a 
number of offenses, such as driv- 
ing while intoxicated, speeding, 
careless and reckless driving, 
and so on. 

“Many communities now 
charge <s much as $500 for each 
offense,” he continued. “If a 
person has been charged with 
five violations, he must post a 
bond of $2500. And if he must put 
up the normal 10 per cent, that 
is $250 he will lose when he has 
not even been found guilty.” 

The committee was consider- 
ing establishing an all-inclusive 
bond fee for multiple offenses 
of $500, he said. 

In other business at the league 
meeting, which was attended by 
almost 100 persons, Edmundson 
was accepted as the seventy- 
fifth member municipality.
